increased over the supply and it is 
a wondef that there is as much water 
as there is at present. 
The wells 
give about as much water now as at 
any other time, but the increase in 
subscribers offsets the supply . 
It is 
true the city is try ing to add new 
wells, but as y et have met with little 
success. 
A. T. Mahin, superintend­ 
ent of tho water and light plant, ad­ 
vised the city council over two y ears 
ago to dig more wells as the city was 
taking on more customers than they 
could care for, but his req uest was 
turned down and today the city faces 
a water famine.

on the m anufactures of wool to corre­ 
spond with the duty on raw material. 
The conferees did not 
reach an 
agreem ent on the farm ers’ free list 
bill, although it is certain they will 
agree. 
W ith the agreem ent on the 
wool bill and a prospective agreem ent 
oh the farm ers’ free list bill, the out­ 
look for the adjournm ent of congress 
before the end of next week is very 
bright. 
It is generally expected that 
congress will get away either T hurs­ 
day or Friday of next week. Both the 
wool bill and the farm ers’ free list bill 
will probably be ready for the presi­ 
dent when he returns from Beverly 
early next week, and it is expected 
that he will retain the bills only a 
short time, as his veto messages are 
already under way in anticipation that 
he was to be confronted with these 
measures.

The square was 
cleared of the mob b y ab out 200 police 
and sixty mounted men. 
Empty wag­ 
ons and trucks were assemb led and 
then taken to the docks.

rode b eside the cavalcade. 
The mob 
evidently was overawed.
